Please cooperate with the Fire Department by calling 
the telephone operator in reporting fires instead of call- 
ing the fire department direct. Simply call the operator 
by giving your name and the street you live on, the opera- 
tor will take care of the call for you. 

Please call the operator in reporting fires. Time is 
saved because immediately after the call is placed to your 
fire station the operator can begin calling the firemen. 
Please do not forget to give your name and street ad- 
dress; this is essential as the population is constantly 
changing, and it ‘may be that the firemen do not know 
every family in the town. 

Below is a copy of the State Laws concerning fires and 
fire permits. Please familiarize yourselves with these laws 
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before the spring fire season opens. 


SYNOPSIS OF FOREST FIRE PERMIT LAW 
(Chapter 191, Public Laws) 


No person shall kindle a fire upon the land of another 
without permission from the owner, agent or caretaker 
thereof. 

No person shall kindle a fire or burn any material in or 
near woodlands, pasture, brush, sprout, waste or cut over 
lands, or where the fire may be communicated to such 
land, except when the ground is covered with snow, with- 
out the written permission of the Forest Fire Warden or 
the presence of the warden or person designated to super- 
intend such burning. 

Any person, firm or corporation causing or kindling a 
fire without a permit, when a permit is required, and any 
person, by whose negligence or the negligence of his 
agents any fire shall be caused, is liable to the town for all 
expenses incurred in attending or extinguishing such fire. 

Every person who shall set fire on any land, that shall 
run upon the land of another, shall pay to the owner all 
damages done by such fire. 

When permission has been obtained from the land 
owner, camp or cooking fires may be kindled without per- 
mission of the Forest Fire Warden (unless such permis- 
sion is required by city or town), at suitable times and in 
suitable places where they will not endanger woodlands. 
Upon failure to totally extinguish such fires the parties 
resnonsible are subiect to the same liabilities and penal- 
ties as are prescribed for other fires. 

Penalty for kindling a fire without a permit, $200, or 
imprisonment not more than thirty days. 

Penalty for kindling a fire wilfully, or in a careless or 
imprudent manner, $500, or imprisonment not more than 
one year, or both. 
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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I herewith submit to you my eleventh report as Super- 
intendent of your schools. 


The school year began on September 4, 1940 with a 
slight increase in enrollment. Due to the war situation 
many people have come to this section to make their 
homes, thus reflecting a growth in our school population. 


Our schools maintained their high percentage of at- 
tendance in 1939-1940 as in previous years. Percentages 
of 96 and 97 are weil above the average of the state. This 
was accomplished through the whole hearted cooperation 
of teachers, parents and pupils for which North Hampton 
is unusual. 


Mr. Paire with his well organized staff of teachers is 
obtaining remarkable results toward the future welfare 
of our children. The quality of work accomplished during 
the past year has been especially good and the teachers 
have shown a willingness to improve whenever possible. 
Mrs. Naves with her happy little group at the East School 
is continuing her good work of previous years. It is in 
such schools that the spirit of democracy is definitely 
implanted. The “give and take’ of different activities in 
one room, at the same time, results in valuable lessons for 
each pupil. Under the skillful guidance of their teacher 
they enter the Centre School well qualified for the funda- 
mentals of the upper grades. 


Music more recently has found a place in practically 
all school systems, adding much pleasure and profit for 
those who participate. Talent is often discovered which 
sometimes determines the career of many pupils. Such 
work deserves encouragement. The music activities under 
the supervision of Mr. Wendell Hawkins have met with 
great success the past year in our schools. 


Through the hearty cooperation of the parents and 
Mrs. Sheehy, our school nurse, many health problems 
have been solved. Mrs. Sheehy is to be commended for: 
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her efficient and energetic work. The quality of the work 
of our art supervisor, Mrs. Janice Naves, remains at the 
usual high standard. 


We have in North Hampton Centre School a staff of 
teachers of which, I am certain, the town is proud. It is 
my recommendation that this staff be kept as a whole for 
as long a time as possible. Upon the teachers depends the 
suecess of any school. 


The rapidly changing social, economic and political con- 
ditions of the world in its present upheaval must have 
their effects upon school practices and school objectives. 
While there are eternal truths which must always be 
taught the coming generations, it seems evident that a re- 
alignment of emphasis must come about in educational 
programs. 


The school of America has always taught democracy. 
It has taught democracy by its practice of equality for all 
—ability alone distinguishing one pupil’s place from that 
of his fellows. It has taught democracy by studying the 
stories of great heroes, by learning the great truths which 
controlled the lives of these heroes. It has taught demo- 
cracy by implanting in the young minds a devout respect 
for religion and for religious thought. It has, in the later 
school years, placed the Constitution and the great docu- 
ments of the democracy as required study. These are but 
beginnings however. 


When our children leave our schools they will be im- 
mediately faced with a conflict of governmental theory. 
Unless they are thoroughly acquainted with the founda- 
tions of democracy they will be confused. Unless they are 
trained to a deeper consciousness of the privileges and 
responsibilities of American citizenship, our schoo! will 
be neglecting its present chief obligation. For this reason 
we shall ask the support of the citizens for increased em- 
phasis upon certain subjects. There must be more teach- 
ing of the resources of our land. There must be more time 
spent in studying our social relations one with another. 
Daily it is becoming more important that people know 
how to live together. There must be a more definite pre- 
paration for the skilled trades. We have tended to over- 
emphasize mental skill and disregard manual skill. It is 
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the trained hand that our situation in the present and 
immediate future demands. The schools must help to meet 
this demand. We must become more definite in our school 
work. To this end we ask your aid. 

For your help as a board, I wish to express my real 
appreciation. Rapidly changing conditions are ahead of 
us but I feel that, under your guidance, all problems will 
be successfully met.
